-The Right Hon. Gentleman 
was on the brink of a precipice ; and he trufted he weuld not 
be more offended with the friendly hand that fhould even rude- 
ly pull him back, than with that which would tempt him to ex- 
plore the dangers which gaped for him.. 

#& With regard to the determination which the Right Hon, 
Gentleman continued to obferve, on the {core of his’ being 
bound in honour to retain his fituation, Mr Powys faid there 
would be more honour in retiring*to fave his country, efpecial- 
ly when that refignation was only doing what had in fa@ been 
fubftantially done for fume weeks, and as by it he might again 
be reftored to fuch a fituation’as would employ his great abili- 
ties in-its fervice. And what could be the objection tu his act- 
ing in this manner? ‘There was none: till very lately, accord- 
ing to the very ideas the Right’ Hon. Gentleman himfelf had 
expreffed in that Houfe,. Every given: objection he had ever 
made was at an end ; and the great, caufes of the unpopulari- 
ty of the late oppofition being adw better underitood, and fhift- 
ing on new grounds, they were coming to’ an end. Thefe 
were three: Firft, the Receipt “‘Tax—thiis he confidered: as a 
good one, and accordingly fupported jit,on -principle : It was 
his duty to impofe taxes, and this he.cenfideréd as neceffary. 
The fecond was Mr Fox’s India bill—He faid he fhould e- 
ver reprobare as it ftuod at large. .- Phe poifon-and venom, he 
underftood, had been ~taken out of it; he* meant its patronage. 
The other was the coalition —to that moniter ‘the -Right 
Hon. Gentleman, Mr Pitt, had.given extin@ion, though with 
no fma!l portion df credit to thofe who, had compofzd it. Thefe 
were the caufes of. the unpopularity of the late oppufition, and 
with thefe all the found objections to an union were’ removed.

Mr Eden propofed an amendment to the follawing purpofe, 
viz. ** That his’ Majelty;would remove fuch impediments as 
thould ftand in the way’ af givi efit to the refolutions of 
that Houfe.”” -He hoped the . Gentleman would have no 
obje&tion to this amendment, as hie muft perceiye the motion 
would be more effective with#f. ‘Talking of the addreffes, as a 
criterion of the popularity of the prefent Adminiftration, he 
faid, that in the years 1681 and 1682, ‘when Charles II. had, 
by writs of Quo Warrante, tor the purpofes of parliamentary 
influence, new-modclied, by the, mot violent attack on the 
conftitution, all the corporations in the kingdom, he had been 
almott buried in the heaps of fuch addrefles, thanking him for 
his care of the conftirution. “He obferved alfo, it was nota 
little remarkable, that the County of Berks was then the firlt 
to pdur its effufiuns of thanks and loyalty at the foot of the 
Throng, for fheathing a ager in the very vitals of the contti- 
tution. [In this place Mr Powney cried out, “ Hear him ! 
hear him!” the Berkthire Addrefs being the firft as yet pre- 
fented from any County]. Mr Eden then drew a {trong com- 
parifun between the circumftances of that period, and the ad- 
drefles of the prefent day, when the very eflence of the confti- 
tution, the privileges of ‘the Houfe of Commons were invaded. 

Mr Powis faid he thould have no objectivn to the amend- 
ment. 

Mr Banks defended Mr Pitt, wha, he faid, neither claim- 
ed nor defired popularity fom the unpopularity which the re- 
ceipt-tax had been reprefented to attach to the late adminiftra- 
tion. —He adtired: Mr Fox’s conduct when he brought for- 
ward the taxes, as manly, bold, and becoming ; for lie had 
declared at the time, that though he knew he fhould get unpo- 
pularity by impofing them, yet that. it being his duty to bring 
them forward, he would boldly meet: the event. 

Mr Dundas thought there could be no objection to the a- 
mendment.; in his opinion, it was to be admitted without fur- 
ther confideration, and the refolution thus amended then to be 
fairly debated. He concluded with declaring, that he. fhould 
combat it to the laft. 

Sir William Wake fapported the prefent Adminittration, fty- 
ling the dignity of the Houfe a fatal dignity, for it produced 
the American war ; and he was of opinion, the majority of the 
Houfe of Commons, ought abt to be put in competition with 
the opinion of the two other branches of the legiflature.

Sir Horace Mann contended, that if the Houfe of Commons |
